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4 Mr. Halperin's comments concerned, among other things, the need to 
have statutory guidelines for intelligence agencies; that the bill should 
adhere more closely to the Church Committee recommendations; that the 
Freedom of Information Act CFOiA) is needed now more than ever (in 
rebuttal to General Stilwell’s recommendation that the legislation ^nd 
the FOIA to lessen its impact on intelligence agencies); that c^rt 
actions should be undertaken openly as part of Amencm foreign policy, 
that the analysis functions of CIA should be separated from ^e collection 
mfope?aSS tactions; that there should be a one-line public mtelllgence 
budget figure; and that, in certain instances, the U.S. shoiid have the 
"authorit^ to seek to influence foreign govermrents, but only non-violently 
(essentially on a "quid pro quo basis," since other governments certainly 
attempt to influence or "lobby" the U.S. Government). 

5. Senator Bayh questioned General Stilwell as to whether the General 
was indicting the Committee's security record, 

recommended in his remarks that the legislation should address the matter 
of physical security (of the oversight committees) and secrecy agreements 
ly SS^^Sional stifkrs. Geneml Stilwell said he was co^ntm? ge^rally 
on the question of congressional security, and in no way meant to inpugn 
the SSCI's security record. 

6. Senator Bayh conceded that the Committee probably ^fd been oyer- 
zealous in including numerous reporting requirer^nts in S. 2525, t 

a few "good" reporting provisions probably wuld be more desirable. On 
the matter of GAO auditing of intelligence activities and expen^tures, 
Senator Bayh said the relevant provisions in S. 2525 
the SSCI so that the Committee would not have to develop its own audit 

mechanism. 

7. Senator Huddleston, in a general statement on S. 2525, stressed 
that the bill will change, based in part on discussions between the 
Committee and Executive agencies. 

8. In commenting on the matter of the DCI remaning as head of the 
CIA, Senator Bayh asked General Stilwell why a provision such ^ 
section 117 of Title I would be undesirable, since it only provided a 
mechanism to separate the two positions if the
